
The Honorable Lawrence F. Rodowsky (Ret.) retired after serving 20 years on 

the Court of Appeals of Maryland.  Prior to his appointment to the bench, Judge 

Rodowsky was a Partner with Frank, Bernstein, Conaway & Goldman, an 

Assistant Attorney General in the Maryland Attorney General’s Office, and a Law 

Clerk to the Hon. W. Calvin Chesnut of the U.S. District Court for the District of 

Maryland.  He received a Juris Doctorate degree, cum honoris, from University of 

Maryland School of Law and a Bachelor of Arts degree, magna cum laude, from 

Loyola College in Baltimore. Judge Rodowsky was a long-term member of the 

Court of Appeals Standing Committee on Rules of Practice and Procedure and the 

Chair of the Board of Directors of the Judicial Institute of Maryland.  He also 

served as an Adjunct Professor at the University of Maryland School of Law.  His 

honors include the ABA Judicial Division’s Judicial Education Award, the 

Maryland Bar Foundation’s Advancement of Professional Competence Award, 

and being inducted as a Fellow in the American College of Trial Lawyers.  Since 

his retirement, Judge Rodowsky has been sitting as a Senior Status Judge with the 

Court of Special Appeals as well as conducting private mediations.
